Belief Is that They 
pear Here Again Soon. 


For the first time since January 1st* 
the Htnrgis deputies have been called 
into action and eight of the old depu¬ 
ties have been reappointed in French 
of Bath,, Towue of Wa tend lie, Stack- 
poleof Biddeford, Allen of day, Stevens, 
Hare and Beauliew of Lewiston and 
Howard of Auburn. 

Fairfield, Bkowhegau, Madison and 
Anson were visited and quantities of 
liquors seized. Commissioner Lang in 
person h ading the rnhis. 

The word has gone forth that all 
parts of Maine where it is believed 
their sendees are needed wall be visit¬ 
ed, even Bangor being iuelnded. 

Lewiston dealers nte shipping their 
stock of goods out of town and the de¬ 
scent of the Mtnrgis deputies is ex¬ 
pected there any day. This is the 
first instance sinee the Sturgis law 
went into effect that a commissioner 
has led a raid in person, as at Bkow- 
hegan, home of Commissioner Lang, 
Hon. Waldo PettingiH. chairman of 
the Bturgis commission, is back home 
in Rumford Fulls from Europe and dur¬ 
ing bis absence Hon. Henry Oaks of 
Auburn has supplanted Commissioner 
Bassett on the imafd. 

There are well founded rumors that 
fhete will lie a reappearance of the 
Sturgis deputies ia Rumford Falls very 
soon. 


THE BANKING TAXES. 

The state assessors, Otis K. I fay ford 
of Canton, ftoorge Pottle of Lewiston 
and W. J. Thompson of Soutii China, 
have committed the annual tax on sav¬ 
ings banks, 3229.312, The total tax 
assessed against the trust and bank- 
ing companies is $34,768. Among the 
latter appears an assessment of $!,- 
949 against the Rumford Fails Trust 
Company, 


if. E. Hale, a Rumford Falk real 
estate agent was arrested on a writ 
by Deputy Sheriff Ebon Poor charg¬ 
ing him with deceit in a transaction 
with Ellery A* Powers of Rumford 
Falls, who claims that he was cheated 
when he exchanged his Mexico real 
estate valued at $700 for some lota in 
Lexington Heights, Mass., claimed to 
be owned by Rumford Falls people. 
He gave bonds in five hundred dollars 
to appear at the October* term of court 
ia South Paris. Later, a replevin 
writ was served by the same officer 
for a pair of horses and a -wagon 
claimed by' Robert O. Dill of Dixfield, 
to have been taken from him on repre¬ 
sentations of Jke value of Lexington 
property on a note purporting to be 
signed by the same Rumford Falls man. 
The team was regarded as worth #300 
by Mr. Dill. He w-as to get property- 
worth a great deal more than that, and 
oa bearing of the possibility that he 
Would never see the heights of Lexing¬ 
ton or the bridge of immortal fame ho 
made inquiries and decided that lie 
would like to get back his team. 

The law gave him an opportunity 
through a replevin writ. The civil 
court affords the chance for Mr. 
Powers to get even for getting those 
Lexington lots in exchange for Ids 
Mexico properly. Both secured the 
services of Attorney Matthew Mc¬ 
Carthy who will push the cases for the 
interests of Ida clients. 

Meanwhile, there will bo something 
dug it is said along other real 
estate lines hereabouts which concern 
very many shady transactions, 

Thu writ says that on May 3, 1907, 
Powers, entrusted the sale of his house 
and lot to Hale and that the latter 
with intent to defraud represented to 
him that a certain man in Rumford 
Falls held a mortgage on certain real 
estate in Lexington Heights, Mass., 

I Which seen red a note for ^1,00(1 on 
which $650 had been paid and was en¬ 
dorsed on the back of the note. 
Powers, upon this representation, ac¬ 
cepted an assignment of the mortgage, ] 
A further allegation is that real estate 
at Lexington is of little or no Vq!ti 0 : 


and this is the crux of the whole mat¬ 
ter together witli^the charge that the 
meft who signed the mortgage and 
note Were not interested whatever in 
Hie property. 

In fact, a feature of the ease will 
be, it Is said, the production of proof 
from thte Polanders Who signed the 
papers that they were hired to sign 
them. 

The Powers property lias now passed 
into the hands of au innocent holder 
and the efi'ort is to recover from Hale 
who figures in this transaction in the 
Lexington property. 

The note for a thousand dollars and 
papers in the case are signed by 
Mikel Kizci of Rumford Falls and tho 
lota arc designated as number Seven, 
eight, nine and ten in Lexington* 
Associated With Rizel is Jozai 
Waitczaimus, a fellow countryman. 
Both, it is alleged, will be shown to 
have had no Interest in the property 
other than representing themselves as 
holders for pay. 

A pretty little real estate romance 
wilt be disclosed, it is said, concerning 
{those lots within sight of the famous 
f Lexington bridge where the embattled 
j fathers stood and fired the shot that 
. was heard round the world. 

* It i« further said that this is not 
| the first time that these lots have 
{figured in Rumford Falls' 
j That they exist is true, as Mr. 
Powers, wishing to find out how he 
stood in the transaction with Hale, 
j wrote to the town clerk at Lexington 
and found that there were some tots 
there owned by the wife of Mr. Hale 
and that they were worth about ten 
dollars apiece. 

Then he began to figure ont where 
he came In on the deal whereby be 
turned over his Mexico house and lot 
which was worth at least the $700 he 
paid for it. for the Hale proposition of
